Reuter’s correspondent at Brit­ 
ish headquarters wires that the more 
definite resistance Is

by tha German rear guards as they 
are pressed back by the British ad 
vanced troops.

trenches before Th!’, two attacks which 
failed under the curtain fire of our 
machine 
guns. 
The 
losses of our 
enemy hive been serious. Judging from 
the t»odles of men abandoned by him 
within our wire entanglements,” 
Military critics consider It evident 
that the energy of the allies’ pursuit 
has driven the Germans beyond where 
they planned to halt their retreat, and 
that the ^Invaders now are showing 
nervousness over the safety of their 
principal lines.

increase the efficiency of the postal 
service. 
This system becomes effec­ 
tive a week from Monday. 
There are 
567 first class 
offices; 
2,213 second class; 7,437 third class 
and 45,393 fourth 
class office*. 
The 
fourth-class offices were placed in the 
classified civil service several years 
ago by President Taft 
The 
application 
of the 
principle, 
how ever, 
was so perverted 
that it

Three names were certified on a list 
of eligible applicants. 
In nearly all 
cases there was at least one democrat 
on the
